Mr. Haldeman reported re- 
cently to the citizens’ commit- 
tee for parks and recreation, 
and to the city council, on the 
favorable use of mercury va- 
por lights in parks and play- 
grounds of other California ci- 
ties.

He 
Stated that most cities are 
spending the bulk of their 
parks and recreation money 
in one intensive development 
at a time, rather than working 
on several major projects si- 
multaneously. 

Costs in many cities for de- 
velopment of parks and re- 
creation areas is averaging 
$14,000 to $18,000 an acre, Mr. 
Haldeman said, explaining that 
such high expenditure, how- 
ever, is for highly developed 


ate ‘‘kiddy parks”’ and includes 
underground drainage and au- 
tomatic sprinkler systems 
where ‘needed. 

Mr. Haldeman. also pdinted 
out that due to the expensive 
outlay, high-cost “kiddy 
parks” are fenced and admis- 
sion charged to pay for main- 
tenance and perhaps even re- 
turn a portion of fhe original 
outlay for the development. 

He reported that jointly op- 
erated school-park devel op - 
ments are working successful- 
ly in Porhona. The Upland 
citizens’ committee on parks 
and recreation will recom-

The ‘‘City Hall’’ Situation 


Even though about half of our front page last week 
was devoted to news on the “city hall situation,” we 
hasten to add that basically operation of the municipal 
government is in very good hands and the situation is 
very, satisfactory. 

At least, this observer hastens to caution the gen- 
eral public not to get overally disturbed about our re- 
cent headlines on the efforts to recall Mayor Donald 
Carr and the efforts of Mrs. Lillian Schubert to retain 
her bookkeeping position with the city. 

A vocal minority is busy. Some dissatisfaction 
prevails among the city employes concerning the 
leadership of City Manager Elwin Alder. All of this is 
part of the general ° ‘readjustment” period that is per- 
haps natural under the circumstances. 


We have previously referred to the “readjust- 
ments” following the retirement of Richard G. Manley, 
who had been city manager more than 30 years. and 
the regime of Mr. Alder. Many changes in the. city hall 
routine were necessary due to the recent population 
growth. Mr. Alder, through general approval of the 
city council, is making these re-arrangements in offices 
and in responsibility. 


And so, we have a comparatively small minority— 
without any apparent foundation—trying to get Mayor 
Carr out of office. The ruling last week from City At- 
torney Henry M. Busch that the current recall petitions 
do not conform with the new amendments in the state 
recall law will prevail unless mandamus proceedings 
bring about a reversal in the ruling. 


Incidentally, if no recall election is held, the city 
will be saved about $3,000. The wegular city election 
will be in April — six months hence. We often wonder 
as to what is really back of the recall movement, since 
Mr. Carr is very dedicated in faithfully serving the 
public. ’ 

As to Mrs. Schubert. she is one of about 100 
municipal employes. A merit system (civil service) 
prevails and she is out of a city job in accordance 
with the prevailing regulations. Her attorney has ap- 
parently advised her she still might have a claim for a 
job — thus she is awaiting developments. In the 
meantime, applicants are being sought by the city to 
fill her position. 


While many people have a high regard for Mrs. 
Schubert personally and her ability as a public em- 
ploye, it is generally recognized that the rulings of 
the city council and the city manager must prevail — 
providing all civil service regulations are observed. 


All in all, the city hall situation is on a very sound 
basis. The city councilmen are outstanding in their 
devotion to their responsibility amd are unusually cap- 
able for their role. Mr. Alder is also regarded as a 
capable administrator with many sound ideas in mod- 
ern day procedures.
